- POLAND AS A KINGDOM. | 
The establishment of a kingdom of Poland by 
the central powers is not unexpected. It has been 
foreshadowed in reports from German sources 
almost since the war began. Its definite promul- 
gation now wil] be variously interpreted, accord- 
ing to the point of view. The allies will count it 
as evidence that the Germans are weakening and 
need to ingratiate the Poles. However that may 
be, the political advantage to Germany is fairly 
evident. It hardly can be doubted that it will dis- 
pose the Poles, both those remaining in Poland 
and those abroad, more favorably toward the cen- 
tral powers and strengthen the latter’s hold upon 
the territory occupied east of the Vistula. . 
Moreover, it avoids some embarrasaments in the 
way of a simple absorption of the conquered ter- 
ritory into the German empire. The Poles are a 
Roman Catholic people, and we know that the 
chief objection to the incorporation of Austria 
into the German imperial federation was based on 
the that the balance of power in the reichstag 
would ‘be changed in favor of the Catholic party 
by Austria's admission. The same objection applies 
to Poland, The alternatives were, then, to take 
Russian Poland over without granting her im- 
perial representation or to estaDlish ‘her in a 
quasiindependence which would satisfy in same 
Gegree the passionate nationalism of her people. 
Thé outlines of the new kingdom and of its 
government are yet to be announced. Whatever 
they prove to be, the Polish patriot will indulge 
in a modified rejoicing. The new kingdom cannot 
be independent in a real sense. What nation 
in the world is? Poland if united must belong to 
the Germanic system or the Russian, and probably. 
her experience has inclined_her to the former.

4 
Polish hopes may be premature, and yet there 
is a certain point in Bethmann-Hollweg's sarcasm 
upon the fate of little nations in England’s keep- 
ing. That is a dart that the German chancellor 
cannot resist flinging at his British adversaries. |

As 
such, his wife will become by her mar- 
riage a subject of Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, and those laws will thus become 
applicable to her which bar any Aus- 
trian woman unable to show eight gen- 
érations of exclusively noble ancestors 
and ancestresses, on the father’s as well 
as on the mother’s side, from the court 
of Vienna, and, consequently, also, from 
the great world on the banks of the 
Danube. 

Every American woman who has mar- 
ried an Austrian has been subjected to 
this humiliating discrimination, and 
there has been no exception in spite of 
all the influence of one kind and an- 
other thät has been brought to bear 
upon the reigning family of Austria, 
notably in the case of Miss Gladys Van- 
derbilt, who married Count Laslo 
Szechenyi, and who since the beginning 
of the war has been maintaining at her 
own expense a large hospital for the 
wounded in Budapest. 

Then, too, the statutes of the Hohen- 
lohe family, which enable its members 
to mate on a footing of perfect equality 
with princes and princesses of the now 
reigning dynasties of Europe, stand in 
the way of their wedding any one who 
is neither royal nor born as one of the 
very old nobility of the highest grades.

Whenever the Hohenlohes, who rank 
as mediatized—that is to say, as scions 
of a formerly sovereign house of cen- 
tral Europe—take a mate from among 
the ranks of the lesser nobility or of 
the bourgeoisie, the union is regarded 
as morganatic, or, as the Almanach de 
Gotha puts it, “ inégale de naissance 
(of unequal birth). 

This means that if Miss Catherine 
Britton weds Prince Alfred Hohenlohe 
as his morganatic wife she will not be 
permitted to share or make use of his 
princely title or name, nor yet of his 
armorial bearings; fortunate, indeed, if 
he is able to secure for ber from some 
ot the smaller sovereigns of Germany 
a title of baroness in her own right 
which would be borne by any children 
of the marriage. 

Like her, these children would not a 
regar as belonging in law to the

and prerogatives.

Prince Alfred holds a commission in 
the Ninety-seventh regiment of Aus- 
trian infantry, was attached to one of 
the Austriam consulates in Canada at 
the time of the outbreak of the war, 
was arrested and imprisoned for a 
time, then liberated through the per- 
sonal intervention of the governor gen- 
eral, the Duke of Connaught, who, like 
all the members of the royal house of 
England, is related to the Hohenlohes. 
For Queen Victoria’s half sister was a 
Hohenlohe, and Princess Alexandra of 
Great Britaim and Ireland, niece of the 
Duke of Connaught and sister of the 
Queen of Roumania, is married to 
Prince Ernest, head of the entire house 
of Hohenlohe. 

In fact, if Miss Britton marries Prince 
Alfred Hohenlohe, who after leaving 
Canada was attached to the Austrian 
embassy at Washington, she will be- 
come a relation of half the reigning 
houses of Europe, although she will not 
be recognized as such, owing to the 
necessarily morganatic character of the 
union. 

It may be recalled that when the late 
Prince Victor Hohenlohe, a favorite 
nephew of Queen Victoria, and an ad- 
miral of the British navy, married Lady 
Laura Seymour, sister of the fifth Mar- 
quis of Hertford, the marriage was re- 
garded as a morganatic one by every 
court in Europe, even at that of St. 
James, Lady Laura receiving from 
Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg Gotha’ the 
title of Countess Gleichen, which was 
inherited by her children, Gen. Count 
Gleichen, commanding the British forces 
at Belfast, and by his sisters. 

The Seymours are one of the most 
illustrious houses of England, whose 
name figures on every page of English 
history, and who furnished at least one 
queen to the British crown, in the per- 
son of ‘Lady Jane Seymour, consort of 
Henry VIII. But in spite of this origin 
Lady Laura was not considered as 
qualified by birth or ancestry to marry 
the late Prince Victor Hohenlohe on a 
footing of equality, a
